By order No. ID / 14531, dated the 13th May, 1971 the Governor of Haryana, referred the following dis 
pute between the managmement of M /s. Rajyashres Textiles, Faridabad and its workmen to this Tribunal , in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d ) of sub- section (1) of section 10 of the Industri Disputes Act, 1947. 


Whether workmen entitled to the grant of bonus for the year 1969-70 . ? If so , with what details ? 

The parties put in their appearance in this Tribunal in response to the usual notices of reference sentto them 
and filed their pleadings. 

The workmen filed claim statement through Bhagwan Dass, General Secretary , Kapra Mills Mazdoor 
Union , hereinafter referred to as the Mazdoor Union , claiming bonus for each workmen that the rate of Rs. 20 
per cent, of his annual wages for the year 1969-70 on the ground that the management was a prosperous concern 
making huge profit every year. 

The management resisted the claim of the workmen while enying their allegations, and pleaded that 
their claim was barred under an agreement dated 2nd September , 1970 made between the parties under seection 
18(1) of the Industrial Disputes Act, relating to the payment of bonus for the year 1969-70 . They further stated 
that the bonus as thus agreed upon had been paid to the workmen during the year in dispute and that the Kapra 
Mills Mazdoor Union had no locus standito raise the demand leading to the reference, inasmuch as, none fo 
their workmen was member of that union . 


The workmen controverted the pleas of the management, -vide rejoinder filed by them . They everred tha 
many workmen had a uthorised the Mazdoor Union , -vide necessary proforma filed in form F . 


The following issues were thus framed on pleas of the parties , -vide order dated the 17th September, 


1971. 


(1) Whcther,the Kapra Mills Mazdoors Union had no locus standi to raise the present dispute ? 

(on management) (objected to ) 
(2) Whether the present dispute is barred under an existing settlement dated 2nd September, 1970 ?

(3 ) Whether the management has paid bonus to the workmen at the rate specified in para 4 of the 

preliminary objections ? (on management). 
(4 ) If issue No. 3 is proved whether the workmen are entitled to bonus at a higher rate ? If so , with 

what details ?

Relief ? 


I have heard Shri Jaswant Singh , authorised representative for the management ex parte as none appeared 
for the workmen on 13th February , 1976 the date of hearing fixed in the case, despite their authorised represen 
tative Shri K. L. Sharma being directed to adduce their evidence on that date , --- vide order dated 19th January , 
1976. I decide the issues as under : 


Issue No. 1. 


The management examined Shri Ram Kumar Garg , their Manager, who deposed thatthe workmen cm 
ployed in their Mills were members of the Textile Mazdoor Union , Faridabad and not of the Kapra Mills Maz 
door Union . This statement remained unrebutted , so much so the proceedings against the workmen had to be 
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taken ex parte on 13th February , 1976 when they had been called upon to adduce their evidence. No evidence 
could be led by the workmen to prove that a substantial number of them or some of them were members of 
the Kapra Mills Mazdoor Union which actually raised the demand . They did not care to prove the authority 
letter given in favour of Shri Bhagwan Dass in proforma “ F ” leading to an inference of want of authority of Shri 
Bhagwan Dass to raise a demand on their behalf . The burden to prove the locus standi. of the Kapra Mills Maz 
door Union should have been in my opinion placed on the workmen rather than on the management. At any 
rate , I see no reason to disbelieve the statement of Shri Ram Kumar Garg referred to above particularly when it 
stands unrebutted . I accordingly relying on the same decide this issue in favour of the management. 


Issue No. 2 . 


Shri Ram Kumar deposed that they had entered into an agreement Exhibit M. W. 1/1 with the Texile 
Mazdoor Union , Faridabad of which their employee were the members, on 2nd September, 1970 whereby they 
had agreed to pay bonus equal to 88 per cent of their average monthly wages. He added that 9 persons on 
behalf of the work men signed this agrccment besides himself and Sarvshri U.M. Jain , and K. D. L. Malhotra for 
the management. This part of the statement of Shri Ram Kumar remained unrebuttal in the manner stated 
above . I see no reason to disbelieve his evidence and hold that the claim of the workmen for enhanced bonus for 
the year 1969-70 is barred under the settlement dated 2nd September , 1970. I decide this issue in favour of the 
management. 


Issue No. 


3. 


I for the reason stated while dealing with issue Nos . 1 and 2 believe the statement of Shri Ram Kumar 
Garg thatthe bonus for the year 1969-70 as agreed upon between the parties , -vide settlement M. W.1/ 1 has been 
paid to the workmen , I decide this issue in favour of the management. 


Issue No. 4 


In absence of any evidence for the workmen on this issueand relying on the statement of the audited account 
Exhibit M.W.1/3 to Exhibit M.W. 1/5 relating to profit and loss account of the company and the statement Exhi 
bit M , W. 1/6 relating to the available surplus for the years 1966 to 1970 brought on record by the management, 
I decide the same against them . 

In view of myfindings on the issues framed , the workmen are not entitled to any relief. I, therefore, 
answer the reference while returning the award in terms of the findings made by me.

187 to 206 of 
village " Tigrana upto the boundary between “ Tigrana and Gujrani . 

Then along the western and southern boundaries of village Gujrani with those of village Tigrana Chalk 
Nathuwas Bhiwani Lohar, Palwas" , Chalk Nathuwas , Kalwas and Bamla upto the point " B al tüjunction of 
the boundaries of villages Gujrani , Bamla and Rewari . 


East .– From point B along the boundaries between the village Bamia and Rewari upto the revenue rasta 
Dhani Rewari to Bamla .

Then along the revenue rasta to village Bamla passing through rectangle Nos. 13, 14 , 22, 21, 35, 36 , 
46 , 45, 63, 64 and along the eastern side of rectangle 71, 90 and 94 of village Bamla upto Rohtak Road . Then 
going along lal dora of village Bamla which is also along Rohtak Road , and boundary of village Raurangabad 
and along rectangle Nos . 102 and 107 of village Bamla upto the revenue rasta from Bamla to Sanga . 


Then along that revenue rasta passing through the rectangle Nos. 107, 116 , 115, 126 , 139, 138 , 154 , 170 , 
169, 190 and 203 of village Panla upto its meeting the boundaries of village Sanga at Point C . 


Then westward along the boundaries of village Sanga with those of villages Bamla , Naurangabad , Chalk 
Nathuwas and Bhiwani Lohar upto the trijunction of boundaries of village Sanga , Bhiwani Lohar and Kaunt. 


Then westward along the boundaries between village Kaunt and those of villages Bhiwani Lohar, Puran 
pura and Bhiwani Jonpal upto point D which is at the trijunction of the boundaries of villages Kaunt, Bhiwani 
Janpal and Dhana Ladan Pur. 

South.From point D straight westward along the southern side of rectangle Nos. 26 , 25 , 24 , 23 , 22 , 21, 
20 , 19 of Dhana Ladan Pur village upto boundary of village Bhiwani Jonpal. 

Then along southern boundary of village Bhiwani Jonpalwith those of villages Dhana Ladan Pur, Dhana 
Narsan and Halwas upto the southern side of rectangle No. 56 of village Halwas. 


Then straight westward along the southern side of rectangle Nos, 56 , 55, 54 , 53, 52, 51, 50 , 49 , 48 , 47, 46 
of village Halwas and rectangle Nos. 156 , 155, 154 , 153, 152 of village Deosar upto point E which is on the lat 
dora of village Deosar as marked on the Plan . 


West . – From point E along the lai dora of village Deosar passing through rectangles Nos. 152 , 132 , 
115, 114 , 113 of village Deosar then along the kacha rasta from Deosar to Dinod through rectangle Nos. 113, 98, 
99 , 100 , 74 , 73 , 65 , 66 , 37, 36 and 35 of village Deosar upto the boundary of village Dinod . 


Then northward along the boundary of village Dinod with those of villages Deosar and Bapura upto 
rectangle No. 360 of village Bapaura . 


Then along the revenue rasta to village Bapaura passing through rectangle Nos. 360 , 361, 355 and 333 of 
village Bapura upto the lal dora of Bapaura. Then along the southern and eastern sides of lal dora of village 
Bapausa passing through rectangle Nos. 333, 334 , 335 , 336 , 321, 320 , 305, 291, 276 of village Bapaura , 

Then along kacha rasta from village Bapaura passing through rectangle Nos. 276 , 253 , 252, 245, 208 , 207 , 
195, 155, 142 , 143, 95 , 87, 88 and 39 of village Bapaura and then along the western boundary of village Tigrana 
along its rectangle Nos . 226 and 187 upto point A on the plan , 


The controlled area excludes the Municipal area of Bhiwani Town ; and abadi dehs of the villages .
